EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not disclose or reasonably suggest a combination of 
a speech recognition system having at least on recognizer, and a grammar file with at 
least one command syntax, wherein a feedback module generates feedback data to 
modify speech models and grammar files to improve the performance of the recognizer, 
and a controller selects at least one recognizer based on the feedback data. 

Strom et aL discloses a speech recognizer having grammars with command 
syntax, and it is known in the prior art for speech recognizers to recognize commands 
by fixed syntax. However, Strom et al. omits selecting one recognizer based on 
feedback data and modifying speech models. Thelen et aL discloses a speech 
recognizer, where a model selector 360 selects one of a plurality of speech recognizers 
depending upon recognition context. However, Strom et al. and Ttielen et al., in 
combination, would still omit feedback to modify speech models based on the feedback. 

The prior art of record does not disclose or reasonably suggest the features of 
modifying speech models and grammar files having syntax in combination with selecting 
a recognizer based on feedback data. Applicants' Specification, Page 2. Lines 9 to 1 1 . 
states an advantage of automating tuning without impacting the user. Applicants' 
Specification, Page 7. Line 24 to Page 8. Line 3, further suggests an advantage of 
updating a plurality of speech recognizers with feedback data. The prior art of record 
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does not disclose or reasonably suggest updating a plurality of recognizers with 
feedback data.
